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Green Berets Are Freed 


Spies Not Allowed to Testify 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - An 
unexplained refusal by the U.S. 
spy agency to let its agents tes­ 
tify has put a sudden end to the 
controversial 
Green 
Berets 
m urder trial. 
Charges 
against 
the Green 
Berets—accused 
of 
killing 
a 
South Vietnamese double agent 
—were dropped swiftly Monday 
after the Army got word of the 
Central Intelligence Agency de­ 
cision 
to 
avoid 
forthcoming 
trials. 
Army Secretary Stanley R. 
Resor, who less than two weeks 
ago said he would not yield to 
congressional pressure to halt 
courts m artial 
of six 
Bere’s, 
said the CIA's action m eant the 
defendants could not get a fair 
trial. 
‘‘Accordingly, 1 have directed 
today that all charges be dis­ 
missed 
im m ediately,” 
Resor 


said in a four-paragraph state­ 
ment from the Pentagon. ‘ The 
men will be assigned to duties 
outside Vietnam.” 
Resor said he was informed 
that the CIA. “ though not di­ 
rectly involved in the alleged in­ 
cident,” 
had 
determined 
it 
would not be “ in the national in­ 
terest" to let its people testify. 
Although there was no elabo­ 
ration, presum ably the secret 
agency felt its hush-hush activi­ 
ties in South Vietnam might be 
compromised even though the 
Army had planned to conduct at 
least part of the trials behind 
closed doors. 
There were hints the CIA felt 
civilian lawyers hired to defend 
the Green Berets might talk to 
the press about classified spv 
operations in Vietnam during or 
after scheduled trials. 
"You can hold a court m artial 
behind closed doors, but that 


doesn’t mean you can insure se­ 
crecy with all the people in­ 
volved in the proceedings,” one 
officer commented. 
Though 
the 
Army’s 
move 
means much of the case may 
forever rem ain obscure, the ac­ 
tion was looked on favorably bv 
a number of government offi­ 
cials. 
—Members of Congress who 
numbered the accused Green 
Berets among their constituents 
were pleased, and the House 
cheered at the announcement 
Monday. Sens.

mond. R-S.C., and Ernest F. 
Hollings,

statem ents, with Thurmond say­ 
ing htf “was confident the Nixon 
adm inistration would not prose­ 
cute these m en.”

BANGKOK (AP) - The Unit­ 
ed States will withdraw 6.000 of 
its 49.000 troops from Thailand 
by next July a joint Thal-U.S. 
communique said today.

Air Force and Army units will 
be involved. 
The communique added that 
the cutback would be m ade as 
“expeditiously as possible, con­ 
sistent with operation require­ 
m ents related to the Vietnarrt 
conflict,” 
The United States has approx­ 
im ately 36.000 Air Force person­ 
nel, 12,000 Army support troop* 
and 1.000 m ilitary advisers in 
Thailand. 
Most of the Air Force attacks 
against North Vietnam originat­ 
ed in Thailand before these were

off. 
Lately Thai-based 
bombers have attacked the Ho 
Chi Minh trail in Laos, and have 
been involved in operations in 
South Vietnam.

American s, particularly isolationists, and by 
Co mmu n ists ev ery where for hav ing maintained 
air bases within nations of other continents.

On e of the missile bases already Is reported

near the Tunisian border and sev en 
bases hav e been constructed inside Algeria 'or 


use by the Russian TU 16 bomber*. 
The Sov iet propaganda machine long ha* 


charged that the mere presence of American 
bases in these areas constituted a form of in­ 
timidation and aggression against Russia. 
If this were true, then it should be equally 
true that Sov iet bases and missile sites in the 
same areas constitute intimidation and aggres­ 
sion against the United States. 


NO CONDEMNATION, howev er, is heaH 
about the Russian deploy ment of its military 
power. Why ?? 
If Russia is interested in peace, why does it 
not welcome the American withdrawals as a 
peaceful gesture instead of rushing to occupy 
the v acated strategic positions? 
Isn't it a case of the Sov iet Union screaming 
in pro'est when it is a “ hav e not” nation and 
hy pocritically changing its tune once it become* 
a “ hav e” nation?

Hoffa Still Has Problems

WASHINGTON — Early some morning be­ 
tween this Nov . 6 and nex t May 6 , a chunky 
middle-aged chap in a dark conserv ativ e suit, 
a,Koit with white socks to match his prison pal­ 
lor, may walk imo the “ Taj 
Mahal" known as the Teams­ 
ter Brotheroood International 
headquarters, take ov er the 
president’s office, press a but­ 
ton and ’auneh one of the 
m e s s i e s t brawls since the 
Persians hit the beach near 
Marathon. 
He will be the 56 -y ear-olc 
Brotherhood President J ames 
v irtnr m*s*t 
Riddle Hoffa. home from pris­ 
on — and pe’ll frighten the Sav ille Row trou­ 
sers off the 2 1 million-member Teamster un­ 
ion's v ice presidents who hav e giv en him up for 
politically dead. 
They ’v e out up h is emp ire Th ey 'v e sn u bbed 
h is dev o ted wife. Jo sep h in e Th ey ’v e ig n o red 
h is ex -college fo o tball p lay er so n , James 
J r., 
now an activ e attorney . Th ey 'v e scarcely men­ 
tioned his name at recent 
reg io n al teamster 
conferences — such as 
last week 's p arley in 
Puerto Rico. They ’v e p rep ared to ru n the multi- 
billion dollar trucking and warehouse union 
without him. 


When they joined with the auto union's Walter 
Reuther in the Alliance for Labor Action, they 
did not ev en ask Mrs. Hoffa or her son to 
co mo 
to the founding conv ention last May at the Hil­ 
ton here — though both were in the same hotel 
that day . 


BUT NOW THE v ice presidents, who purged 
“ J immy 's” personal headquarters staff, hav e a 


serious case of the quakes. They hav e heard 
that in the p a-t few day s J im Ho ffa went bef>re 
a member of the U.S. Board of Parole in a 
Lewisburg (Pa ) Federal Penitentiary hearing 
room. Mr. Hoffa was joined by his own iav s 
worker, a psy chologist and some other prison 
officials. 
T ie hearing officer will submit bis findings 
and recommendations on Mr. Hoffa’s plea for 
freedom to the full board at a dramatic mo­ 
ment, indeed. That will be the morning of Oct. 
2 or Oct. 3 when it holds its nex t full rev iew 
and business session. 
At the moment the Federal Parole Board 
opens its meeting here, Mr. Hoffa’s nemesis, 
George Meany , president of the 13 6 million- 
member AFL-CIO, will be gav eling that sprawl­ 
ing organization’s biennial national conv ention 
to order in Atlantic City — 12 y ears after the 
Teamsters were ousted from the Federation in 
the same resort city . 
J immy Hofta’s few, but mighty p o w erfd, 
friends believ e there is no reasson why the 
model prisoner, who has behav ed himself ex ein- 
plarily since he went in on March 7, 19 6 9 , 
should not be paroled. This will take the v ote of 
three of the fiv e members of the Parole 
Board’s adult section. Or if the hearing officer, 


or Mr. Hoffa seeks an in banc (full board) re­ 
v iew, the fiv e members will be joined by three 
other* from the juv enile section. This woull 
make eight in all and Mr. Hoffa will need fiv e 
v otes to walk free from his eight y ear sentence. 


IF THE BOARD VOTES to release “ J immy ,” 
the prisoner will not go free on Nov . 6 — the 
first day he’s eligible for freedom. The panel 
will pick a day sometime within the six follow­ 
ing months. So the International Broterhood of 
Teamsters $100,000-a-y ear President J ames R. 
Hoffa may be bound ov er until May 6. 
At that time he can simply walk Into his old 
office, where the huge picture window opens on 
the national Capitol and assume fantastic pow­ 
ers. He can hire and fire national organizers. 
He can cripple their pensions. He can manipu­ 
late the construction so a special national 
Teamsters conv ention is held — and hav e him­ 
self re-elected for fiv e y ears. 
Apparently there Is one thing he can t do — 
and that is uae the Teamsters’ multimillion dol­ 
lar treasury for further legal defense. At *he 
moment he has spent v irtually a million Teams­ 
ter dollars In the past eight y ears for his own 
“ bar association” to keep him from jail. Now 
the Internal Rev enue Serv ice has ruled that this 
money , $9 9 2,6 6 0 contributed by the union (and 
some friends during testimonial dinners), is 
tax able as Dersonal income. 


THUS J IM HOFFA will be a mighty Insolv ent 
president if the IRS mak es this stick in the se­ 
ries of civ il suits it has brought against him 
and Mrs Hofia. They file jointly . The Treasury 
claims he now owes the gov ernment $6 52,26 2.17. 
Most of the million dollars came from special 
Teamster accounts such as “ 507K Tenn.” and 
“ 5154.” Some mo n ey came from testimonial 
banquets, defense funds and “ friends.” AH this, 
say s the IRS, Is p erso n al income—and not tax - 
free “ gifts ” If Mr. Hoffa loses, there will be a 
considerable falhng off of testimonial dinners in 
acme labor circles. A precedent will hav e been 
set 
Of course, J im Hoffa will still face a fiv e- 
y ear term for mail fraud and tampering with 
$20 million worth of Central States, Southeast 
and Southwest Area Pension Fund No. 110777 
(Chicago) money . But he is still “ out” under 
bond on appeal from that conv iction. His re­ 
quests for rev iew are up before the Six th Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals—and then on to the Su­ 
preme Court. This could take two y ears. 
In two y ears J im Hoffa could rattle this na­ 
tion, the labor mo v emen t, and all those Teams­ 
ters v ice presidents who h av e been measuring 
the throne for size and seizure.

Soviet Union on the Move 


A Ba ckwa rd Glance

The Salem postoffice was located at 119 E. 
Main St. in 188 9 . C. B. Dorwart and Comly 
Townsend were postmaster and assistant, re­ 
spectiv ely . E. O. French was mailing clerk, 
Miss Margaret C. Derrick was general deliv ­ 
ery and stamp clerk. There were three city 
carriers: Will H. Reed, Will T. Smith and Per­ 
cy E. Harris. C. S. French was substitute. 
Postage was two cents each ounce or fraction 
thereof on all first class matter. Postal card* 
were one cent. 


Salem had an activ e Young Men’a Christian 
Association in the 18 00s. In 18 8 9 the men met. 
in the Trimble block, Main St., (now E. State) 
opposite S. Broadway . Officers included: presi­ 
dent, Attorney W. W. Hole; v ice presidents, 
E. H. McCarty and A. H. Gary ; corresponding 
secretary , M. S. Schwarts; treasurer, C. C. 
Sny der; general aecretary , W. U. Filler. 


The Sov iet Union can and does make some 
diplomatic bloopers, just as any other nation. 
But, ov erall, its success in internationa' in­ 
trigue aimed at accomplishing its admitted ulti­ 
mate goal of world communism is impressiv e. 
Its policy , unlike that of the more v iolent 
Communist China, is to conquer by stealth, suo- 
v ersion and intrigue. Any technique is permissi­ 
ble. But only in the final resort, when all else 
has failed, is forced of arms condoned 


Tn Czechoslov akia the Kremlin failed to sup­ 
press the Czech leadership’s bid for new free­ 
doms and a partial breakaway from Russian 
control by the usual techniques, and finally re­ 
sorted to a show of force. This was a tactical 
mistake and damaged the Sov iet Union in the 
ey es of the world, ev en in other Communist 
states. 


BUT THE OBJ ECTIVE was achiev ed and 
Cdechoslov akia was again harnessed and y oked 
by Kremlin-imposed, pro-Russian rulers. The 
campaign continues to make the “ erring” lead­ 
ers “ confess” their griev ous errors, thus justi­ 
fy ing the need for force to keep Czechoslov akia 
from slipping free of Communist orthodox y . 
In Cuba the Kremlin was marv elously suc­ 
cessful in bringing the first Western nation un­ 
der its control under the pretex t that Castro 
was a great non-Communist liberator. In doing 
so it completely fooled many Americans and 
then humiliated this country by defeating our 
pathetically carried out attempt to rescue Cuba 
at the Bay of Pigs. 
To prev ent an actual outbreak of war with 
Red China, the Sov iet Union has massed its 
military might on the border between the two 


countries as a safeguard. But in the meantime 
it is plotting to make its former ally impotent. 
It plotted and successfully carried out a plan 
to free the Tibetan Pancheon Lama and six ot 
his lieutenants from a Chinese prison. With the 
two top ru’ers of Tibet rejoined by Russian 
planning, it is easy to surmise that new trouble 
will be brewed for China in conquered Tibet. 
Meanwhile Premier Kosy gin goes to Peking 
and is pictured in the world press with Rea 
Chinese Premier Chou En-lai, both smiling am­ 
icably . 


Could it be Russia is try ing to “ cool it” in 
China while gnawing at that nation’s v itals in 
other way s? The mass slaughter of the “ denun­ 
ciation ’ meetings within China indicate serious 
internal troubles which the gov ernment attriip 
utes to anti-Maoists. How much of this insurrec­ 
tion is Sov iet inspired? 


In France the new gov ernment of President 
Georges Pompidou is threatened by the Ca n 
mumsts who hav e suggested that the currem 
re£ m e might be of short duration.” Agitation 
and disruption in public serv ices is the weapon 
being used bv the Communist leadership of the 
General Confederation of Labor to topple the 
gov ernment, opening the door to a possible 
Cmmunist takeov er of France. 
In Egy pt President Gamal Abdel Nasser re­ 
portedly has postponed his planned trip to Mos­ 
cow, hav ing just purged some of his top pro- 
Russian associates. 
Speculation in the Arab world is that the 
members of the strongly pro-Russian clique had 
been arrested because of their alleged in­ 
v olv ement h another Sov iet plot— this one ¿o 
oust Nasser himself while he was in the Sov iet 


Union and replace him with a totally pro Sov iet 
puppet as they did in Czechoslov akia. 


NOW RUSSIA is talking about its ideas 
to r 
settling the Berlin conflict. In v iew of the Sov iet 
Union's ev er-increasing record of duplicity and 
scheming to attain Communist domination of 
the world, any suggestions it offers for the re- 
solv ement of the East-West dispute must re­ 
main highly suspect. The Berlin Wall still 
stands. 


It is generally believ ed that Russia could 
hav e ended the Vietnam War y ears ago if it de­ 
sired to do **o It has not. And the war has done 
great damage in many way s to the United 
States. By Russian planning? 


There has been and continues to be a multi­ 
tude of opportunities for the Sov iet Union ta 
demonstrate by its actions that it wants peace 
in the world and not imperialistic ex pansion of 
its influence. 


So far it cannot claim any such major mov e 
on its part.

Charles Goodell, Republic of New York, calls 
for an arbitrary cutoff time of the war, anl 
there hav e been hints congress might be urged 
to withhold funds for war operations If rhe 
President doesn’t fix a schedule for a complete 
pull-out of American forces. Mr Nix on’s reply 
was unequiv ocal and firm He said: 
“ It is my conclusion that if the administra’ion 
were to impose an arbitrary cutoff time, say 
the end oi 197o or the middle of 1971, for the 
complete withdrawal of American forces in 
Vietnam, that inev itably leads to perpetuating 
end continuing the war until that time and de­ 
stroy s any chance to reach the objectiv e that I 
am try ing lo achiev e of ending the war befor* 
the end of 1970 or before the middle of 19 71.” 
Mr. Nix on declared also that, although such 
proposals "ere made with the best of inten­ 
tions,” he believ es they “ inev itably undercut 
and des ro y the n eg o tiatin g p o sitio n 
that v e 
hav e in Paris.” He pointed out that the en emy 
would be “ told in adv ance that if he just wait* 
for 18 months, we will be out any way ,” and any 
incentiv e for North Vietnam to negotiate is de­ 
stroy ed. 
Another ex ample of how difficult It Is to con­ 
duct the presidency when there is constant 
pressure to announce decisions prematurely — 
ev en thourrh there hasn’t been time enough to 
work out the policy to be pursued — was giv en 
by 'the President last Friday in discussing Lat- 
in-Americun rffairs. Gov . Nelson Rockefeller of 
New York completed a month ago a report on 
his trips to South America. But there has been 
in the press caustic speculation as to why the 
reoort had riot been made public. Mr. Nix on 
gav e this simple ex planation: 


“ When I set up the Rockefeller task force, I 
made one commitment to him—to which he 
completely agreed — that he would make the 
renort to me, and what he wou'd try to do is to 
make our actions make the news rather than 
the words make the news. I hav e already met 
with Gov . Rockefeller. There are some v ery ex ­ 
citing recommendations in his report which w* 
are going to adopt.” 
Mr. Nix on disclosed that he was mee’lng ov er 
the weekend with the New York gov ernor — 
who, incidentally , has a considerable back­ 
ground in Lai in-American affairs — and that 
there would be in October a “ major new pro­ 
nouncement on Latin-American policy .” Com­ 
plex nroblems can’t be solv ed in a week or a 
month. 


THE NEWSMEN also wanted to know if Mr. 
Nix on was fav oring the South or being influ­ 
enced by political factors in handling the school 
desegregation or Integration problem. The Pres­ 
ident unhesitatingly outlined his position and 
pointed out there has been criticism from the 
South as well as the North and that there are 
ex tremists on both sides of the controv ersy . Ha 
said he doesn’t “ consider that it is a v ictory for 
integration when the federal gov ernment cuis 
off funds for a school and thereby , for both 
black and white students in that school, denies 
them the education they should hav e.” He re­ 
marked that this “ is not a v ictory for any body 
— it is a defeat for education.” 
The Presiuent dealt with a number of other 
questions and answered them candidly . But, 
when the news conference was ov er, one won­ 
dered whether a chief ex ecutiv e should feel jb- 
ligated to discuss matters being studied day 
and night by departments and agencies and is­ 
sue news announcements of a piecemeal nature 
before decisions are reached. For this could do 
more harm 
than good
